HOUSING AND INFANTILE 


MORTALITY. 


Bailie J. Stewart, of Glasgow, in & paper on 
“ Health and Housing,” endeavoured to show 
that the fil-health arising from bad housing is 
costing the nation and the communities Wore 
than would be necessary to remodel entirely 
the housing conditions of the people 
whole ecuntry. He confined himself mainly to 
Glasgow, as typical of all our large industrial 
commutities, and mentiobed that, if the actuel 
density-for éach acra was given, it would yary 
from mil to 5$ for the wellip-do residentia 
arta, to 300 or 680 per acre im the industria! 
istricts, in some few paris exceeding 1,000 per 
acre.’ This latter tremendous density of itself 
constituted & very serious mensece to health. 
Nearly 800,000 of the people lived in houses of 
three apartments or less, wiih resulis which, he 
submitted, were disastrous and costly. To-day 
the question of infantile mortelily was 
receiving greater attention than ever 
before. On the one hand, we had sn 
ever-increasin decline in the  birth-rate, 
and om the o practically little or no diminu- 
tion im the death-rate: It was no use p ing 
to the people about the yecessity of producing 
more babies, because they would not--(leughter, 
and “ Hear, beai"}—and as time went on we 
might expect to wee & further decline in the 
birth-rate. erefore, attention must tbe 
directed towards preveating babies from dying 
at the rate et which they were dying at pre- 
sent. There was the startling fact in respect te 
Glasgow that in one district the rate of 
mortality of childres under one year of age 
was two-and-two-third times higher than in a 
certain other district. The housing question te- 
quired to be tackled. The cottage was preter 
able to the tenement, and every house should 
have a garden, while four spartments should 
ba the minimum for an average family. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The President remarked that as & patriotic 
Scoteman he must take notice of the reflections 
upon Glasgow, which city had had to contend 
with tremendous difficulties Whatever evils 
might remain, no city im the word had made a 
more splendid contribution to sanitary science. 
As to the decline of the birth-rate, when the 
public came to reatine the effect and conre- 


' quences of some of the expedients resorted to, 


there might be some cheek. He knew that the 
Government hed under consideration the ir 
weition of some check upon abortifacient, 
lonely used in the North of England, with a 
view to making it inaccessible te the public, 
Fie added that he did pot think that ranstoria 
had been useless. 


HYGIENE IN WAR TIME. 


Mr. Charles Hockley, Chief Sanitary Inepector 
for Barry, South Wales, contributed a paper on 
“ Hygiene in War Time.’ The argument that 
sanitation was importam both in tumes of peace 
and war could be well eustained. No war in 
history had called for greater physical Stness 
end endurance than the present confict. We 
smust, i we were to survive strongly 
and vigorously as & first-class Luropean 
Power, spply ourselves uureniittingly to our 
publ health problems. Slums mast go, end 
sound hewung schemes be promoted wherever 
necessary. For the first time in our history we 
were engaged in & war in which the losses in 
battle exceeded the deaths from disease. It was 
not fully realised bow large and important a 
part medical and sanitary science played in 
rendering an Army effective, by avoiding the 
lows of strength and men by preventible 
Aisegan, which hed greatly depleted our forces 
in times past. The Army was 6 powerful muis- 
sionary in the way of health, in that its officers 
bad been responsible for organising sanitary 
methods, whach in avil work could in some 
matters be mnitated with advantage

THE RELIGIOUS ASPECT.

We are, of course, aware 
that, unhappily, Christianity in our native land 
is sharply divided into two distinct denomina- 
tions, commonly described as Protestant and 
Reman Oatholic; and, much as we deplore this
